ALBERTA ACE KILLED

FLT. LT. WALKER, D. F. C. OF 
GLEICHEN, KILLED IN ACTION 


One of Southern Alberta’s most 
famed fighter pilots, Flight Lieut. 
James Walker, D. F. C., son of Mrs. 
Edith Walker, Gleichen, reported miss 
ing in action in February, is now re- 
ported killed on active service, his 
mother has been informed. 

F|L James Walker and his brother, 
F\L George Walker, also holder of 
the D. F.C., are believed to be the 
only two brothers in Alberta so dec- 
orated. The latter has been a prison- 
er of war in Germany for almost 
three years. 

Mrs. Walker has received no details 
telling of the action in which the 
younger of her only two sons was 
killed. 

A short time before he was reported 
missing he had written from India, 
saying he was flying mail and pas- 
sengers. 

Aged 24 years, the younger Walker 
had more than 500 operational hours 
and sever German planes to his credit 
and was twice grounded ,once to do 
an instructional tour, the second 
time because he had “done enough in 
this war,” as superior ofifcers put it. 
Each time he managed to get back in- 
to the air, however. 

Both brothers were in the R. A. F. 
which they joined before the war, af- 
ter getting pilots’ licenses at the Cal- 
gary Aero Club, and then making their 
way to England.

SPENDS WEEK JUNGLE 
FIGHTING

F. O. R. C. Dunn Goes Out With 
British Troops in Burma 


KANDY, Ceylon, May 1— F|O R. 
C. Dunn of Cheadle, Alberta, 23-year- 
old Hurri-bomber pilot, spent what he 
called an “exciting” week with for- 
ward troops south of Tamu in Burma 
when he and an R. A. F. companion 
went out on the jungle trail with a de. 
tachment of an English North County 
Regiment. 

They had a skirmish with a Japan- 
ese patrol while lying in ambush tn 
an advance position, but the enemy 
scattered before shots could be fired. 
After crawling along an animal track 
they had reached a bank overlooking 
a narrow stream. Bullocks behina 
them suddenly stampeded, warning of 
the approach of a Japanese section. 
Foe Broke Away— 

“Just as we were ready to fire on 
them they broke away,’ they said. 
“We felt quite disappointed. but it 
showed us vividly just what the army 
has to do.” 

Living on bully beef and biscuits. 
the two pilots stood guard at com- 
pany headquarters, slept in dugouts 
and hacked their way through the 
jungle on patrol. 

They had been invited to spend a 
week with the troops because they 
had given them air support in recent 
action, and knew the country: from 
patrolling in Hurricanes. For a 
change they had the experience of 
seeing their own aircraft flying above

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ABOUT THE AGE OF MACHINES 
—o-——_—_ 

In a private debate among three 
men I overheard some remarks that 
were of real interest to me. They de 
bated the merits and demerits of the 


machine as a human servant. 

The first man that spoke, a farmer 
all his life, upheld the machine as 
having freed mankind from much 
slavish work and stepping up produc- 
tion so making more available for 
everybody and affording all more 
leisure time. 

The sceond man of the trio has lost 
two boys in operational flights over 
Europe and looked at it from a_ dif- 
ferent angle. He declared that today 
man is in bondage to the machine. Is 
in reality a slave whose merciless 
master is the machine. 

He argued that the machine had 
created more terror and suffering 
than were offset by the blessings it 
had bestowed upon mankind. He 
pointed for example to the aeria! 
bombardments and especially to ob it 
eration bombing, wiping out whole 
cities indiscriminately and incinerat- 
ing the population by the tens of 
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thousands. This, he atated, 
have been impossible without mach 
ines. 

So he blamed the machine a 
expressed his belief that some day 


man would cast the machine into 


outer darkness as an evil device ful 
satanic powers. 

The third member of the group w 
had some years before come out of a 
iactory and settled on a farm looked 
at it more philosophically. 

He had worked on the assemly line 
in a big plant and after abou: four 
years found himse'f aimost burned 
out as a young man. Tle opened his 
reworks by saying that both were 
right and both were equally wrong. 
Right in the facts they stated; wrong 
in the conclusions drawn from these 
facts. 

He could not imagine himself hav 
ing such a fine recovery towards 
health without the aid of the machine 
while at the same time the machine 
had first broken down his health. 
But he said— We could not have 
machines on the farm only and _ no- 
where else. What then was wrong? 

Besides this, he knew of scores of 


' people who had worked alongside of 


him on the assembly line who were 
now in the sanitorium or mental hos- 
pital due to the terribly and deperson- 
alising effects of mass production on 
the assembly line. But he still be- 
lieved in the machine and also believ- 
ed that it held all the potentialities 
of rich blessings to mankind. It was 
the means for which machines were 
used and not the machines them- 
selves that he condemned very strong- 
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| time because the emphas s Las always 


a 


ly. 
He had seen men and women hope- 
lessly old and worn out before their 


been on speed. The more speed the 
more profit for the on:s who made a 
profit from their labor. And in a 
more generous mood he stated-— “We 
are all guilty of piacing profit-and- 
gain values above the human values, 
Money has become the end and pur- 
pose for which we live and the meas- 
ure by which we judge all values. 
And we all offend in this way.” 

These words went down in my note- 
book at the first opportu.ity that I 
was unobserved. I felt that there 
was some wisdom wrapped up in 
these simple but honest words of one 
who knew the whole story. 

It is not hard to see that for the 
past forty years we have placed an 
uncritical faith in the machine as a 
blessing to mankind. 

We can understand the man who 
has looked at the devastating effects 
of the machines used in this war. 
What we fail to see as plainly is the 
fact that an even more blighting ef- 
fect is exercised upon the soul of man. 
Our sensities about life are becom- 
ing numbed. Our sympathies for the 
suffering of mankind are narrowed to 
those who are our allies. While re- 
taining some sympathy for our 
friends our attitude toward those who 
happen to be our enemies at the mom- 
ent is that we can almost rejoice in 
their worst misfortunes. At least we 
are not acounted very patriotic if it 
does not bring us unalloyed satisfac- 
tion, But why blame the machine for 
what is clearly the fault of the human 
spirit? 

Hard as it may be to say this, but in 
the final analysis we must arrive at 
the conclusion that the machine will

then the machine will be the servant 
of man’s desires. And so long as 
man is mastered by his selfish, power 
and profit seeking motives the mach 
ines will be used to serve these mo- 
tive and desires of man to give great- 
er force and capactiy for their expres- 
sion. 

It is not in the machine, but the 
spirit that dewlleth in man which will 
decide whether the machine shall be 
the servant of good or evil passions 
God has endowed man with a capacity 
to chose either good or evil. 

The remedy? Political action may 
curb the evil desires of mankind, but 
that is not enough. Man’s own inner 
nature must be changed. And there 
is no other power under heaven by 
which man can be saved from the evil 


, of his own heart, but the power of 


Almighty God as expressed in the 
Gospel of His son, Jesus Christ.

Of This and That 


This column is now nearly four 
years old. Writing it is something 
like spec iking over the radio, in that 
the audience is unseen and unknown. 
There is no heckling, but neither is 
there any applause! Of course, we 
are often obliged to deal with 
distasteful subjects such as diseases, 
insects, weeds, soil erosion, ete. 


When this department, now 
known as Line Elevators Farm 
Service, was organized, we were | 
told to make ourselves useful to | 
farmers. This we have endeavoured | 
to do and, judging from the | 
demands made upon our services | 
and publications, our efforts have 
not been in vain. In case this 


scems self-satisfied, we confess dis- 
appointment in the res ponse to our 
weed identification service. Last 
year, about 500 specimens were 
sent ‘in by Line Elevator agents for 
their farmer patrons. This is not 
enough. It would not be so dis- 
appointing if provincial depart- 
ments of agric uliure and experimen 
tal farms were kept busy naming 
weeds, but they are not 

No farmer can plan weed control 
unless he 


measures intelligently 
knows the weeds. Many farmers 
have become involved in very 


heavy expense because an unidenti- 
fied perennial such as leafy spurge, 
gained a solid foothold before it 
was recognized. These two state- 
ments merit attention. It is not 
much trouble to take specimens to 
a Line Elevator agent, and the 
identification is accurate because 
when in doubt we appeal to the 
Division of Botany, Ottawa. If 
you prefer to send directly to a 
government, department, by all 
means do so. But send unknown 
weeds somewhere,
